WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(#/)— 
President Roosevelt today asked 
employers to encourage workers 
to transfer to war jobs by assur- 
ing them that they can return to 
their former work,.with seniority 
rights unimpaired when victory 
is won.

With Allies in 
Opposing Axis 


LONDON, Dec, 8.—(4)—French 
West Africa has joined the United 
Nations as an ally in “the prose- 
cution of the war against the 


Axis” and has made available it§ 
airfields to short-cut the Allied 
plane transit routes and port fa- 
cilities and fleet units at Dakar 
to end the U-boat menace in the 
South Atlantic. 


The announcement was made 
Eisenhower mM his American 
headquarters in North Africa. 

This latest contribution to the 
Allied cause was arranged in 
agreement with Governor General 
Pierre Boisson, who once bloodily 
repulsed a British-supported 
Fighting French attempt to take 
Dakar from the sea, and Admiral 
Jean Darlan. 

Row Nears Climax. 

While the new expedient was 

regarded as a great coup, it served 
further to complicate the contro- 
versy raging between the Fighting 
French of General de Gaulle and 
the government set up in Africa 
under Darlan as high commis- 
sioner. 
_ In the bitter and growing dis- 
pute de Gaulle’s attempt to take 
Dakar by storm on September 23, 
.1940, after a miscalculation of 
Boisson’s will and ability to resist, 
stands against Darlan’s bloodless 
coup which won Boisson over to 
the Allies.

Booth Blames

Trials and tribulations of the 
“little” businessman—described as 
fighting a losing battle against 
government regulations and red 
tape—were outlined in detail here 
yesterday before a congressional 
committee headed by Represent- 
ative Wright Patman, Democrat, 
of Texas. 

Seeking to increase the nation’s 
output of war and essential ci- 
vilian goods by helping smaller 
firms to contribute their part, 
Chairman Patman announced the 
principal purpose of the all-day 
hearing was to determine “why 
the Small War Plants Corpora- 
tion, created nearly six months 
ago, has failed to function.” 

Witness after witness testified 
to the need for urgent action to 
insure the maximum production 
for this section and to prevent the 
collapse of scores of “little busi- 
nesses” under the impact of the 
all-out war effort. 

Specific Charge. 

Only one, however, elected to 
make a speeific charge as to the 
cause of the “failure” of the 


SWPC to provide the needed as- | 


sistance up to this time. 

J. Virlyn Booth, former state 
WPB director, who testified in 
the morning and was recalled at 
the afternoon session, said it was 
his opinion that Donald M. Nel- 
son, WPB chief, was directly re- 
sponsible. 

“Under the terms of the SWPC 
act,” he asserted, “Mr. Nelson has 
full authority to put it into opera- 
tion and it has not been done. The 
ultimate responsibility is his. 

“As far as I’m concerned, the 


little businessman is never going! & 


to get any help or sympathy ex- 
cept from someone who under- 
stands his problems and I don’t 
think that a representative of ‘big’

Chairman Patman professed his

Getting Started. 

“Maybe they were just slow 
in getting started and were mak- 
ing sure that they were on a firm 
foundation,” Mason replied. 

“The act will work if properly 
administered,” Mason said. “We 
have the facilities if we can just 
get our orders.” 

Typical of the complaints lodged 
before the committee was that of 
Abner Lichtenstein, representative 
of the Atlanta Wholesale Grocers’

Allies Will Win 
Air Supremacy 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(*#)-— 
Air supremacy over all Europe 
may be decided by the outcome of 
the “touch and go” struggle for

Roane Waring 
Explains Legions’ 


Post-War Objectives 


By JIM LITTLE. 

A peace dictated and not negotiated and a return to funda- 
méntalism will be main post-war objectives of veterans who 
fought in the first world conflict, National Commander Roane 
Waring, of the American Legion, said last night. 


“It will be our duty to chal- 
lenge after, and during, the war 
the trend toward regimentation 
and bureaucracy, and other things 
going on in Washington under the 
guise of war effort,” he told Le- 
gionnaires at their Piedmont ave- 
nue clubhouse. 

During this and an earlier ad- 
dress at the Capital City Club the 
fiery Memphis street railway 
president blasted certain govern- 
mental policies and actions by 
congress which he said greatly re- 
tarded the nation’s prosecution of 
actual war. 

Future Lesson. 


Reviewing the Legion's 20-year 
fight for preparedness which end- 
ed in defeat at Pear] Harbor, War- 
ing said he was not taking an 
I-told-you-so attitude but was of- 
fering “an object lesson for the 
future.” 

He told of the Legion’s efforts, 
through the national defense act, 
to form a strong and_ enlarged 
Army, National Guard Re- 
serve Corps only to see%jthem 
emasculated by reduced appropri- 
ations brought on by pacifism and 
other reactionary forces. 

“How many of our men dying 
today would have been better sol- 
diers if they had had compulsory 
training in peacetime as the Le- 
gion advocated?” he asked. “How 
many dying on Guadalcanal would 
have been saved if congress had 
agreed to the fortification of 
Guam and Midway? 


Pacifism Dormant. 


“They didn’t have” money for 
this but they had money to dig 
holes in the ground and move 
sedge fields from one side of the 
road to the other.” 

He said the assistance of busi- 
ness, industry and labor would be 
needed to offset the tide of pac- 
ifism now dormant but sure to 
rise again when peace comes. 

“We need a movement to start 
right here and now,” he declared, 
“so that never again will this 
country crawl] into its shell and 
stay there while the world is 
crumbling around her.” 

Waring, whose son now serves 
as an Army lieutenant with Mac- 
Arthur, was introduced by Presi- 
dent Preston Askwright, of the 
Georgia Power Company, as a 
fighting leader of fighting-men, at 
the Capital City luncheon. 

Press Freedom 

Both ‘here and at the Legion 
clubroom he spoke against the. De- 
partment of Justice suit against 
the Associated Press which charges

with being a monopoly. 

“It Ys loaded. with dynamite,” 
he said. “Declaring the news serv- 
ice to be a pub’: utility chargea 
with serving everyone alike would 
place it under governmental con- 
trol and regimentation.” 

Once this was reached, he said, 
it would be an easy step to destroy 
freedom of the press. 

“All the American press asso- 
ciations could then be _ consoli- 
dated, regimented and formed into 
an American DNB,” he said. “And 
this is a regimentation and domi- 
nation that the American people 
would not voluntarily agree to. But 
if they are not careful they may 
be faced with it as a reality.

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Postwar Opportunities 

There are some among us wno are already 
worrying about the postwar problems of imml- 
gration. They foresee vast numbers of Euro- 
pean refugees seeking admittance to this coun- 
try, with efforts by some factions here to let 
down the immigration bars ‘sifficiently to 
permit entry of some unfortunates who, under 
present regulations, are barred. 

Canada, too, is experiencing the same worry. 
A recent poll and discussion on that subject 
in our neighbor to the north decided that no 
more immigrants should be admitted until 
after all Canadians, especially war veterans, 
have secured jobs. Then, the Canadians de- 
sided further, immigration should continue to 
be restricted to British: persons. 

There is, however, a reverse side to this 
picture which few people have as yet con- 
sidered. That is the possibility that the tide 
of migration may change, after the war. It is 
altogether possible that opportunity for the 
individual in other parts of the world will 
prove so tempting that many of our own 
people will seek their fortunes in other lands. 

It has already been noted that Australia 
holds out glittering promise of independence 
end comfort to tens of thousands who may go 
there to live after the war. A considerable 
proportion of our own men, now in Australia 
as soldiers, have voiced a desire, in their letters 
home, to settle down in that country after the 
war is over. They see the rewards waiting for 
men of the pioneer spirit in that, as yet, largely 
undeveloped land. 

Another land of opportunity as yet little 
mentioned is Africa. That great, even though 
dark, continent is among the richest areas of 
all the world in natural resources. Men with 
vision may glimpse a future for Africa which 
pictures new and rapidly growing cities, great 
industry harnessed to the power developments 
which may be constructed along her mighty 
rivers, at her great waterfalls. There is untold 
fortune, waiting to be tapped, in the pristine 
forests covering tens of thousands of square 
miles. In mineral resources alone Africa offers 
riches which well may surpass those to be 
found in: any other continent. 

There is practical certainty that, after the 
war, South America will offer more alluring 
opportunities for investment and development 
than ever in the past. Here, too, is a great 
continent with the surface of its potential 
wealth virtually barely scratched. 

Even in the ancient lands of Europe, there 
will be unlimited opportunity, after a stable 
peace is secured, for the man with vision and 
ability. That continent will be, to large extent, 
but an area of ruins, the debris left from the 
hurricane of modern war from the air, as well 
as land and sea. In the rebuilding of Europe, 
in the re-establishment of her agriculture, 
her cities, her peoples and her commerce, there 
is work for many men for generations to:come. 

And it mue’ be remembered that our young 
1en, though at present in uniform, will not 
be slow to visualize the opportunities these 
distant lands offer to men of courage and 
determination. They will be hungry, when 
the war is done, to return home. Unless, how- 
ever, we can offer them attractive openings for 
careers, for work that shall assure security 
from want and unemployment, it is sure that 
many will begin to consider, seriously, the 
opportunities held out by the lands they saw 
as soldiers. 

There is no need, as yet, to worry about 
postwar immigration problems. But it would be 
wise to consider the possibility, at least, that 
the trend of human migration will turn away 
from our shores and to other, newer, fields for 
development, s

The Scrap Pile 

The report released by the American Iron 
and Steel Institute that the steel industry’s 
stockpile of iron and steel scrap was increased 
by more than 1,400,000 tons between April 1 
and October 31 of this year carries only a 
modicum of encouragement. This is due to the 
fact the stockpile still remains nearly 700,000 
tons short of the tonnage on hand as recently 
as the beginning of 1941, according to the 
report. 

The nation-wide drives for scrap from 
American farms, homes and industrial plants 
undoubtedly have been a factor in building 
up the steel industry’s stocks of scrap, yet no 
figures are available to show how much of the 
incoming scrap is traceable to the drives. 

A total of 3,254,000 tons gf scrap was in 


inventory at steel plants October 31. This is 
equivalent to about three and a half weeks’ 


supply at current rate of consumption, This 
represents improvement, but there is a long,

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt wrote in 
her column that, after a very in- 
teresting discussion in the White 
House, she had come to one very 
clear decision, “namely, that all 
of us, men and women in the 
service and men and women at 
home, should be drafted and told 
what is the job we are to de.” 
“The only way I can see to get 
the maximum service out of our 


citizens,” Mrs. Roosevelt wrote, 
“is to draft us all and tell us 
where we can be most useful and 
where our work is needed. I 
would be reliéved beyond meas- 
ure, and so would: people through- 
out the nation if an authority 
greater than our own personal 
decision told us where we could 
be most useful.” 

As to whether Mrs, Roosevelt 
was testing the wind, as they say 
in Washington, or proposing an- 
other dictatorial law in her role 
of ruler of the people, one can 
only guess, but, either way, her 
clear decision, arrived at after 
that interesting discussion in the 
White House, is now the law, by 
decree, 

Paul V. McNutt is the dictator 
of all American labor. He has 
power to assure that all hiring of 
workers in any occupation or area 
which he may designate shall be 
conducted only by the. United 
States Employment Service or in 
accordance with such arrange- 
ments as he may approve. This 
means that he may approve an 
arrangement whereby workers 
may be required to join unions. 
He also has power to compel any 
employer to discharge any work- 
er on the ground that the work- 
er’s services are more urgently 
needed in any otcupation or area 
which he may designate as more 
essential.

But Mr. Olander was not at- 
tacking Mrs. Roosevelt's proposal. 
He was attacking this column 
which had considered the ulti- 
mate, desperate necessity of iabor 
compulsion if a time ever should 
arrive when it had been demon- 
strated that free labor was un- 
equal to the civilian war job. For 
whatever reason, he ignored Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s much more abrupt 
proposal, her immediate advocacy, 
in fact, of a method which he 
abhorred as un-American. 

The truth is that compulsion 
is not yet a necessity, because 
man power is still being wasted 
deliberately by the unions through 
strikes and slowdowns and make- 
work schemes and, of course, 
wasted otherwise.

can press will be required to re- 
linquish for any work which Mc- 
Nutt may deem more suitable the 
staffs who produce the American 
free press. Its full meaning can- 
not be understood by the mere 
reading or study. Its application, 
which doubtless will be gradual | 
and become bolder, will reveal its 
full importance to the peoplé of 
the United States.

TOUGH TALK National Commander Roane Waring stood up 
before Georgia's American Legion yesterday 
and talked tough.

Free people can do many strange and foolish things, but the 
strangest is their practice of making rules to hurt themselves. 

When gangsters were forcing businessmen to pay tribute, kid- 
naping children and terrorizing the country, the FBI was not per- 
mitted to tap their telephone lines. Hoover pleaded for permission, 
but the law persisted in protecting the “rights” of the gangsters. 

Again in Honolulu, when the Japs had sent in hundreds of 
“consular agénts” to prepare for the attack, Hoover pleaded for 
permission to tap their telephone lines and examine their communi- 
cations, but the State Department said no. The agents had “diplo- 
matic immunity,” so we politely tied our hands while they made 
plans to cut our throat. 

The Argentinos dislike us chiefly because we are competitors 
and will not buy their meat, though we have a shortage and they 
have a surplus. Mr, Roosevelt wished to buy Argentine meat for 
the Navy, since the Argentine packers can the choicest cuts of beef 
while ours can scrap, but congress refused to grant permission. We 
“protect” our cattle men by having‘*meatless days while the Argen- 
tinos plead for a market. 

Did you know that our men stationed abroad have frequently 
been handicapped for want of supplies? There is a shortage of 
cargo vessels. At various times it might have been convenient for 
British ships to carry supplies to our men, but the law says évery- 
thing must be carried to them by American ships or none at all. 
We must fight competition, no matter how it interferes with the war. 

Some months ago it was reported that a foreign tanker lost 36 
hours at one of our ports because it arrived on a Sunday and there 
was no o@ficial handy to count the crew members’ cigarettes. 

Such maddening follies as these are the kind Mr. Roosevelt is 
trying to stop. He has asked congress for authority to end any of 
them that interfere with the war, but congressmen are reluctant 
to give him more power.

The other bill (HR 7829), under 
which the present peanut growing

passed over after Representative 
Smith, Republican, Ohio, had ccn- 
tended a penalty provision in the 
measure “would straitjacket farm- 
ers.”

Marine uniform, Frankie Sinkwich saw the town today 
as guest of the Downtown Athletic Club. He saw a stir- 
ring new picture, “We Are the Marines,” this morning at 
Twentieth Century-Fox, and his day was crowded right up 
through the presentation of the Heisman Memorial Trophy. 

“We Are the Marines” is a treméndous picture. It was 
produced by the staff of the March of Time in collaboration 
with the United States Marines. It does not have any 
Hollywood people in it. The men who are shown now are 
engaging the enemy at Guadalcanal or have bravely died. 

~The film was created to give audiences the feeling 
of living briefly as a Marine. And so there is the 
stirring life of the Leatherneck, from time of en- 
listment, through boot camp, on wave-lashed beaches 
and in tangled woods, until the day he becomes the 
world’s greatest fighting man and plunges into the 
thick of battle to avenge falleri buddies and keep 
the flag of the United States flying high. 

The story moves stirringly on from Pearl Harbor to 
Guadalcanal. It flaunts Jap treachery, glorifies Marine 
vengeance. 

But this was to have been a recital of a day in 

the life of Frankie Sinkwich, not a movie review. 

It just so happens it is a moving, hard-hitting story 

whose genuineness is compelling. 

Sinkwich and Paul Governali, Columbia’s great back, 
both in Marine uniforms, were tremendously impressed. 
Governali is in the Marines now. Sinkwich, already en- 
listed, does not become active unfil after January 1. On 
this date Georgia has a date with a Pacific Coast team in 
Pasadena’s Rose Bowl. 


No Dull Moments For lunch today, Sinkwich 
5 and Governali, traveling to-

Two players were unanimous 
choices of coaches for All-Confer- 
nece this year and four more 
nearly-unanimous—a new high in 
stand-out performers. The two 
were Sinkwich, who played even 
more sensational football than he 
did making All-America in 1941— 
and his boyhood pal, George 
Poschner, who starred at end for 
Georgia. Without exception, 
they were placed on every first- 
string team picked by the coaches.

Six Jap Ships: 


"a In 
Guinea Battle 


Allies, Hit Lead Vessel; 


Fifth Reinforcement 
Attempt Fails. 


ALLIED *iEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Wednesday, Dec. 9. 
(P)—Six Japanese destroyers ‘‘at- 
tempting for the fifth time to bring 
relief to their ground troops” in 
the Buna-Gona area of New 
Guinea were intercepted yesterday 
by Allied airmen who sent two 
500-pound bombs crashing into the 
leading vessel, which quickly burst 
into flames and was deserted in 
flight by the other five warships, a 
communique said today. 

“An enemy counterattack in the 
Buna area,” the communique said 
of the land fight, “was repulsed 
with heavy casualties. Our air 
force continued harassing attacks 
on enemy localities.” 

The latest Allied communique 
also charged that Japanese airmen 
have “violated the laws of war by 
repeated attacks upon Allied hos- 
pital installations, killing doctors, 
medical personnel and patients.” 
Three specific occasions were cited. 

Repeated Japanese naval efforts 
to ferry reinforcements and sup- 
plies to the enemy troops pocketed 
in the Buna-Gona sector empna- 
sized the critical position of the 
Japanese,, who have been under 
heavy American and Australian 
pressure for weeks now. 

Boat’s Fate Not Told. 

The communique did not say 
what happened to the destroyer, 
which was “quickly enveloped in 
flames” after being hit twice. The 
five other ships apparently left it 
at the mercy of General MacAr- 
thur’s heavy bombers off the Ner- 
Guinea coast. 

Japanese efforts to reinforce 
their troops since November 20 
has cost them one light cruiser 
and two destroyers. Two others, 
counting the latest to be struck, 
may have been sunk. In addition, 
the Japanese lost 23 fighter planes 
early this month from a screen ac- 
companying destroyer flotilla 
that was routed. 

Scores of Japanese planes also 
have been lost in the last month 
in air combat over New Guinea, 
or destroyed on the ground at Lae 
in upper New Guinea. 

Allies Attack Lae. 

Another attack on Lae yester- 
day resulted in large explosions 
and fires amid Japanese fuel and 
ammunition dumps, today’s com- 
munique said. 

Two Japanese fighters also were 
reported shot down over Rabaul, 
New Britain, by an Allied recon- 
naissance unit. At Gasmata, also 
in New Britain, Medium bombers 
strafed Japanese runways and air- 
port dispersal areas. 


WLB’s Power 
Is Disputed by 
Mayors’ Group 


Municipal Workers Ex- 


empt From Jurisdic- 
tion, Says Statement. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—The 
mayors or city managers of 79 
cities, among them Mayor F. H. 
La Guardia, asserted today the 


War Labor Board has no jurisdic- 
tion over municipal employes. 

In a statement released by La 
Guardia, president of the U. S. 
Conference of Mayors, the signers 
said that they had “come to tl.2 
conclusion that there is nothing in 
the federal statute or the execu- 
tive order (creating WLB) which 
gives the War Labor Board juris- 
diction over municipal employes, 
their wages, their employment, 
their dismissal, or their relations 
with officials of their respective 
city governments.” 

The mayors quoted from a re- 
cent statement by President Roose- 
velt which, they said, supported 
their decision, 

La Guardia said mayors through- 
out the nation were consulted after 
the City of Newark (N. J.) chal- 
lenged WLB’s powers when a pan- 
el majority, in November, recom- 
mended intervention in a dispute 
between Newark’s Department of 
Public Works and several hundred 
employes, 

“There is no doubt anywhere 
in the country,” said La Guardia 
in releasing the statement, “that 
the law and the executive order 
do not intend to cover civil serv- 
ice municipal employes. 

“As president of the U. S. Con- 
ference of Mayors, I called a spe- 
cial meeting after WLB intervened 
in the Newark case, and today’s 
statement is the result of careful 
and considerate study of the facts.” 

The mayor said that in addition 
to the 79 who signed the state- 
ment, many other municipal heads 
had expressed approval of its con- 
tents.

understanding and friendship 
among English speaking peoples.”
